The3Deoline"in:Wheat. 


Tlie price of American wheat during 


the past ten days lias touched the lowest 
point on record. The decline calls at- 
tention forcibly to the changed condi- 
tions attending wheat raising compared 
with those which prevailed years ago. 
Wheat raising in the United States has 
been brought to a point where it.euables 
the farmer to realize only a very meagre 
margin of profit, and indications are 
anything but favorable for a change for 
tlie better in this respect. It may be 
argued that during tlie past year the un- 
usual depression in business and the 
financial stringency which for a long 
time prevailed, may have been responsi- 
ble for the decline in the market. 
These may have accelerated the down- 
ward movement in prices,; it is true, by 
causing a great deal of wheat to be 
thrown upon tlie market, but the shrink-1 
age in values has been a long and al- 
most continuous one 1'or more than ten 
years. From $1.25 
per bushel in Chicago 


the price has dropped to less than 59 
cents. Only a few years ago one dollar 
per bushel was considered a very reason- 
able price for wheat, and when it fell 
below that figure it was considered "a 
good purchase." The ideas of the trade 
have been materially modified since 
tiien, however, aud to-day 7-3 cents per 
bualiel would be considered a fancy 
price. 


This long continued shrinkage in the 


market value of a staple commodity is 
due to very natural causes which, we be- 
lieve, will continue to operate effectively 
in tlie future. These causes may be 
traced to an increase in the world's 
-supply of wheat from additional aud en- 
larged sources of production outeide of 
tlie United States. There has been au 
almost steadily increasing abundance of 
wheat thrown on the market from 
Russia, India, Australia, Argentine and 
other countries, and this wheat, too, 
has been produced at a comparatively 
small cost owing the low price paid for 
wages in those countries. It is claimed 
to have been demonstrated that Argen- 
tine can produce as much wheat as the 
United States, and she is already second 
to Puissu. aud this country as an ex- 
porter of wheat. Russia has not yet 
reached her capacity as an exporter,

while the amount which India and 
Australia can export is far greater than 
many have conceived. The increase in 
the amount exported by India is seen 
from the fact that while in ISbO she ex- 
ported only .j.OuO.OOO bushels, she sent 
outlast year 0.5,000,000. Tlie tiuth is, 
that the United States has lost its grip 
on tlie world's wheat markets, and she 
is likely to supply less proportionately of 
the world's need than formely. 


One can easily speculate on tlie effect 


which this will have on the American 
wheat farmer. If the present tendency 
continues, as it is likely to, many of 
those who have been raising wheat, un- 
less they turn their attention to some- 
thing else, must be content with a much 
reduced profit, in which case the price 
of agricultural labor in the wheat sec- 
tions must be still further reduced. The 
farmer to-iUy realizes a little from his 
product as any other producer, and this 
is true, whether he devotes his time to 
wheat, corn, oat3, or almost any other 
product of the soil. A lower range of 
values, however, seems to be inevitable. 
With the farmer realizing less money for 
his products and the purchasing power 
of the agricultural class thereby reduced, 
the whole country, including its manu- 
facturing interests, will have to adjust 
itself to the changed condition of af- 
fairo.— I'nitul tii'j.ta Ini-ixtor.

cortams but little nutation, it must 
iiecessanlj follow that >t is not valuable 
as i laut food 
'When used as bedding

EXPERIMENTS show that one hundred 


pounds of poultry manure contain from 
one to three pounds of ammonia and 
two to three pounds of pnosphoric acid, 
with not o\er a pound and a half of pot- 
ash This does not show as high value 
as has been supposed. Much depends 
upon the kind of food that has been 
used howe%er. It has been claimed that 
it nearh equals guanc, but guano is de- 
rued fiom birds that have used animal 
food, while the food of neaily all kinds 
of poultry is mostly vegetable.
